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RULES FOR OPC MEMORIAL LISTINGS ANNOUNCED 


With the approach of the opening of the Memorial Press Center by the 
Overseas Press Club in a matter of weeks, the Memorial List Committee, a special 
group headed by WILLIAM P. GRAY, former OPC president, on July 28th reported 
the criteria to be used in the club's Memorial listings. 


The list of correspondents to be honored by the new Memorial Center 
begins with Webb Miller's death in 1940. It has been developed on the basis 
of the following criteria, and those who come into these categories in the 
future will be added to the list: 


1. Any civilian correspondent, on full-time assignment for 
one of the media of the American press at time of death, who dies 
overseas in line of duty or dies as the direct result of overseas 
duty. 


2. Any member of the American press who is killed while 
temporarily on assignment for foreign media as a war correspondent 
~- but only to be included by vote of the Board of Governors or 
Executive Committee of the Club. 


3. Any correspondent of the major American wartime service 
publications (leew, Stars & Stripes and Yank) or combat correspond- 
ent of the military services whose dispatches are regularly avail- 
able to the American Press, who is killed in action.

News that OPCer JULES DUBOIS and other American corres- 
pondents were threatened with jail and or expulsion by the 
Arbenz regime in the last days of the Guatemala uprising led 
the Inter-American Affairs Committee to prepare a vigorous 
protest, Chairman VIRGINIA PREWETT MIZELLE reports. 


On July 3rd, DUBOIS reported that he and all correspon- 
dents were rescued from their precarious situation and given 
full guarantees when the Castillo Armas regime took over. The 
change also rescued several hundred anti-communist Guatemalan 
newsmen from the threat of massacre, DUBOIS reported. An 
official letter expressing OPC satisfaction has gone forward 
to the present Guatemalan government.
